Section 1. Section 79-1212, Reissue Revised Statutes of3

Nebraska, is amended to read:4

79-1212 Members (1) Except as provided in subsection5

(2) of this section, members of boards of educational service6

units existing prior to approval of any plan of reorganization7

shall serve as board members of educational service units which8

are reorganized pursuant to sections 79-1206 to 79-1211 until the9

expiration of their original terms. Such persons shall be members10

of the board of the reorganized educational service unit in which11

they reside. Within thirty days after approval of any plan of12

reorganization by the State Board of Education, the Commissioner of13

Education shall call a meeting of board members of each educational14

service unit being reorganized pursuant to sections 79-1206 to15

79-1211. At such meeting, members of each such board shall appoint16

one member from each election district to be created pursuant to17

the plan of reorganization not having representation on such board18

to serve until the next general election. The board shall take19

all necessary action to prepare for operation of the reorganized20

educational service unit commencing one year following approval21

of any plan of reorganization by the State Board of Education.22

Expenses incurred by such board prior to such times shall be23
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prorated between the counties comprising the educational service1

unit on the basis of the assessed valuation of such counties.2

(2) Except as otherwise provided in this subsection,3

for any plan of reorganization that includes the addition of4

one school district to a single-district educational service unit5

to form a two-district educational service unit, members of the6

boards of educational service units existing prior to approval of7

any plan of reorganization shall serve as members of the boards8

of educational service units which are reorganized pursuant to9

sections 79-1206 to 79-1211 until the educational service unit10

board members elected in the next statewide general election11

take office. Such persons shall be members of the board of the12

reorganized educational service unit in which they reside. In13

addition, the school board of the school district that is being14

added to the existing single-district educational service unit15

shall appoint a number of school board members to serve on the16

educational service unit board until the educational service unit17

board members elected in the next statewide general election18

take office such that the combination of board members from any19

previous educational service unit residing within such school20

district plus the members appointed from such school board equal21

the number of school board members serving as educational service22

unit members for the single-district educational service unit23

immediately prior to the reorganization. If the number of school24

board members serving as educational service unit board members for25

the single-district educational service unit immediately prior to26

the reorganization exceeds the number of school board members of27
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the school district that is being added to the educational service1

unit plus the board members from another educational service unit2

residing within the school district, then the school board members3

serving as educational service unit board members prior to the4

reorganization shall appoint a number of such board members to5

serve on the reorganized educational service unit board equal to6

the number of board members for the reorganized educational service7

unit that reside in the other school district. Within thirty days8

after approval of any plan of reorganization by the State Board of9

Education, the Commissioner of Education shall call a meeting of10

board members of each educational service unit being reorganized11

pursuant to sections 79-1206 to 79-1211. The board shall take12

all necessary action to prepare for operation of the reorganized13

educational service unit commencing one year following approval14

of any plan of reorganization by the State Board of Education.15

Expenses incurred by such educational service unit board prior to16

such times shall be prorated between the counties comprising the17

educational service unit on the basis of the assessed valuation of18

such counties.19
